The  Hobo  Nickel  Carvers  were  constantly  busy  and  Abraham  Lincoln  (Dennis  Boggs) 
wowed  the  attendees  with  his  looks  and  speech.  We  had  our  largest  exhibit  area  to 
date  for  Summer  FUN  with  14  exhibits  in  36  cases.  The  five  educational  programs 
were  well  attended  with  Randy  Campbell  drawing  56  people  for  his  talk. 

The  Heritage  auction  sold  $9.3  million.  And,  the  show  ran  very  smooth  thanks  to  the 
preparation  ahead  of  time  by  FUN  coin  convention  coordinator  Cindy  Wibker  and  the 
entire  FUN  Officers  &  Board  and  volunteers.  Thank  you  all. 


As  the  fall  draws  near,  temperatures  will  be  plummeting  to  85  degrees  here  in  Florida. 
Cindy  Wibker,  Donna  Moon,  and  I  attended  the  ANA  National  Money  Show  in 
Philadelphia  representing  FUN  and  selling  tables  for  the  January  show.

Hopefully  our  economy  will  improve  soon,  but  in  the  meantime,  the  “FUN  machine”  will  continue  to 
produce  successful  shows  in  January  and  July  each  year. 


I  want  to  thank  the  workers  who  always  show  up  on  time  and  eager  to  staff  their  appointed  positions. 
FUN  President  Tony  Swicer  is  usually  working  a  bourse  table,  but  he  spent  Summer  FUN  2012  in  the 
show  office  and  was  extremely  helpful  in  a  variety  of  situations.  Nancy  Casey  was  in  charge  of  deal¬ 
er  registration,  and  her  staff  included  Jim  Best  and  Glenda  Hocker.

Fred  Lake  can  be  seen  on  the  electric  scooter  with  camera  in  hand,  but  he  also  shows  up  early 
and  puts  out  the  signs  on  easels  to  help  direct  people  to  the  proper  location.  Bob  Hurst  handled  Fed 
Ex  and  helped  with  dealer  move-in.  Bob  Russell  was  in  charge  of  the  exhibit  area,  which  had  a 
record  number  of  exhibits  for  a  Summer  FUN  convention.  Randy  Campbell  brought  in  five  educa¬ 
tional  seminars  on  a  variety  of  topics.

Contact  Your  Member  of  Congress  To  Co-Sponsor  HR  5977 


We  can’t  stop  Chinese  counterfeit  coins  from  being  made,  but  we  can,  through  a  stronger  Hobby 
Protection  Act,  stop  their  proliferation  in  our  Country. 

A  bill  -  HR  5977  -  has  been  introduced  in  the  US  House  of  Representatives  by  Reps.  Lamar  Smith 
(R-TX)  and  Fred  Upton  (R-MI),  chairs  of  the  Judiciary  and  Energy  &  Commerce  Committees,  respec¬ 
tively.  If  passed  into  law,  this  bill  will  give  the  Hobby  Protection  Act  the  "teeth"  it  needs  to  thwart  trans¬ 
acting  these  illegal  products  in  our  Country. 

HR  5977  needs  many  co-sponsors  in  order  to  pass.  That's  where  you  come  in. 

To  send  an  e-mail  or  to  make  a  quick  phone  call  to  your  member  of  Congress  is  simple  and  easy. 
Other  than  being  lazy,  there  really  is  little  excuse  NOT  to  do  it.  So,  in  case  in  the  back  of  your  mind 
you  don't  really  intend  to  act,  you  might  want  to  consider  how  an  unchecked  flood  of  Chinese  coun¬ 
terfeit  coins  (and  slabs)  will  ultimately  affect  the  value  of  your  personal  collection.  They  may  not  be 
manufacturing  the  kind  of  coins  that  you  collect  right  now,  but  you  can  expect  them  to  be  made  in  the 
near  future.  The  very  near  future.  And  they're  already  doing  the  slabs. 

So  here's  an  opportunity  for  you  to  go  beyond  merely  studying  numismatic  history  and  to  actually 
help  create  history  by  helping  to  get  HR  5977  passed! 

If  your  representative  doesn't  know  that  this  bill  is  important  to  you,  there's  little  incentive  for  him  or 
her  to  either  co-sponsor  or  even  vote  for  the  bill.  All  too  often  we  expect  the  "next  guy"  to  take  the 
action  needed  on  things  like  this.  Well,  quite  frankly,  whether  or  not  this  law  gets  passed  is  up  to  you 
and  your  fellow  numismatists.  ICTA  has  done  the  hard  part  in  getting  the  bill  drafted,  sponsored,  and 
introduced  in  Congress.  From  here  on  in,  it's  up  to  you.  (And  yes,  I  have  already  e-mailed  my  rep¬ 
resentative!) 

This  bill  needs  at  least  100  cosponsors  to  move  forward.  I  strongly  suggest  that  after  you  have  con¬ 
tacted  your  representative,  that  you  share  this  issue  of  FUNTOPICS  at  your  next  coin  club  meeting 
or  the  next  show  you  go  to.  Or  just  make  photocopies  of  the  sample  e-mail  that  appears  at  the  end 
of  this  article  to  distribute  to  your  friends  and  colleagues,  and  encourage  them  to  contact  their  repre¬ 
sentatives  too.  No,  I'm  not  kidding. 

The  bill  is  basically  noncontroversial,  revenue  neutral,  and  bipartisan.  There's  just  no  reason  not  to 
pass  a  bill  that  would  give  teeth  to  law  that  will  significantly  up  the  punishment  “ante”  for  those  who 
would  manufacture,  sell,  or  otherwise  distribute  counterfeits  in  this  country.  But  if  YOU  haven't  called 
this  bill  to  your  representative’s  attention,  it  just  won't  get  noticed  on  their  “radar  screen”  as  it  com¬ 
petes  with  all  the  other  high-profile  things  that  are  happening  in  Washington,  DC  these  days.

PLEASE  call,  e-mail,  or  fax  your  Member  of  Congress.  To  contact  your  Representative,  simply  go  to  www.house.gov,  and 
follow  the  prompts  (all  you  need  to  know  is  your  zip  code)  to  find  your  personal  Representative.  It's  easy  to  get  to  the 
Representative’s  page,  where  you  will  find  all  of  his  or  her  contact  information.  Then  you  can  simply  copy  the  following 
sample  into  your  e-mail  or  use  it  as  a  guide  for  your  fax  or  phone  conversation.  Your  e-mail  will  automatically  include 
your  contact  information  in  case  your  representative  wishes  to  reply  to  you.  If  faxing,  however,  be  sure  to  include  your 
name  and  contact  information. 

Please  do  this  TODAY!  Once  this  session  of  Congress  is  over,  this  bill  will  be  dead.  Now  it’s 
all  up  to  you.  Your  message  should  read: 

As  your  constituent ,  I  urge  you  to  sign  on  as  a  co-sponsor  of  HR  5977,  "The  Collectible 
Coin  Protection  Act."  The  bill  was  introduced  on  June  12  by  Representatives  Lamar 
Smith  and  Fred  Upton,  chairs  of  the  Judiciary  and  Energy  &  Commerce  Committees, 
respectively. 

HR  5977  provides  a  means  whereby  US  citizens  can  take  legal  action  against  purvey¬ 
ors  of  the  high-quality  counterfeit  US  coins  entering  our  marketplace  from  China  by 
expanding  enforcement  power  of  the  Hobby  Protection  Act.  The  Hobby  Protection  Act 
has  been  in  effect  since  its  passage  in  December,  1975,  but  lacks  enforcement  power 
that  HR  5977  now  provides. 

HR  5977  is  revenue  neutral  and  contains  no  controversial  issues.

Canada’s  polymer  folding  money  rapidly  is  becoming  a  reality  and  a  very  real  presence 
on  the  monetary  scene.  With  the  Sir  Robert  Borden  $100  in  November  and  the 
Mackenzie  King  $50  (as  illustrated  above)  early  this  year  (also  depicting  a  former 
prime  minister),  the  top  bills  are  in  place,  with  corresponding  paper  notes  being 
aggressively  withdrawn  and  destroyed.  The  olive  green  $20  portrays  Queen 
Elizabeth,  as  Queen  of  Canada,  and  should  be  in  wallets  and  purses  by  late  2012. 
The  two  remaining  denominations,  the  $10  and  $5,  can  be  expected  in  2013,  we  are 
reliably  informed. " 

The  $10  offers  distinct  promises,  as  it  alludes  to  Canada’s  coast  to  coast  rail  connec¬ 
tion,  and  splendid  paper  notes  with  trains  have  greatly  contributed  to  Canada’s  numis¬ 
matic  heritage.  If  only  the  U.S.  can  do  as  well! 

The  red  $50  -  this  is  our  first  time  of  offering  the  bill  for  illustration,  looks  to  Canada’s 
Arctic  frontier,  with  a  striking  far-north  reverse  highlighting  a  Coast  Guard  icebreaker. 

The  five-note  set  no  longer  extends  to  a  $1000  or  to  the  long-forgotten  $500,  and 
Canada’s  $2,  $1 ,  and  25  cent  bills  all  have  been  replaced  by  coins. "

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ANA  Summer  Seminar  2012

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  FUN,  I  was  able  to  attend  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Summer  Seminar  for  a  week 
this  past  summer  on  a  full  scholarship. 

With  a  full  scholarship  to  use  to  further  my  knowledge  in  numismatics,  I  signed  up  for  the  course  called  “Advanced  U.S. 
Coin  Grading  and  Problem  Coins.”  Once  I  landed  in  Colorado  Springs,  I  met  up  with  probably  the  most  famous  and  well 
liked  person  out  at  Summer  Seminar,  Dan  “Tiny”  Cross.  Tiny  is  a  great  guy  who  will  do  anything  to  make  sure  that 
Summer  Seminar  runs  with  as  few  obstacles  as  possible.

Summer  FUN  auction  exceeds  $9.3  million 


Collector  favorites  led  the  way  as  our  official  auction  of  the  Summer  FUN  convention  exceeded  $9.3 
million  in  sales.  This  auction  took  place  July  12-15  in  Orlando  and  over  the  Internet  at 
www.  HA. com/Coins. 

The  marquee  lot  of  the  auction  was  an  uncirculated  example  of  the  1893-S  Morgan  Dollar,  the  undis¬ 
puted  key  date  among  circulation  issues  in  this  heavily  collected  series.  Although  graded  only  MS60, 
we  thought  the  coin  had  excellent  eye  appeal,  and  the  winning  bidder  clearly  agreed  with  us  as  the 
coin  sold  for  $103,603.50. 


A  high  end  Roman  Gold  proof  1909  half  eagle  took  next  honors,  selling  for  $92,000.  Perhaps  30  or 
so  of  these  coins  exist  today  in  all  grades,  and  at  MS66+,  with  the  CAC  sticker,  this  is  one  of  the  finest 
available  examples.

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The  First  Century  of  Aviation  in  Medals

On  a  bitterly  cold  December  day  in  1903  at  Kitty  Hawk,  North 
Carolina,  Orville  Wright  took  to  the  air  in  a  craft  that  he  had 
hand-built  with  his  brother  Wilbur.  Mankind's  first  powered 
flight  was  not  long-lived,  only  12  seconds,  but  it  did  offer  an 
answer  to  a  question  that  had  teased  technical  minds  for  mil¬ 
lennia:  how  can  we  soar  like  the  birds?  With  the  Wright  broth¬ 
ers'  emphatic  response  the  first  century  of  aviation— a  word 
built  upon  the  Latin  word  for  bird,  “avis”— officially  began. 


Today  the  technical  progress  in  aircraft  and  flight  over  the  last 
100  plus  years  is  taken  for  granted.  We  think  nothing  of  board¬ 
ing,  along  with  hundreds  of  other  passengers,  monstrous 
Airbus  A380s,  that  weigh  nearly  600  tons  at  take-off,  and  flying 
non-stop  to  destinations  on  the  other  side  of  the  world.  Jet  air- 
travel,  with  its  movies,  magazines,  and  piped-in  music,  is  now 
so  commonplace  that  we  freely  complain  about  the  uncomfort¬ 
able  seats  and  bad  food  on  journeys  that  last  hours,  rather 
than  days  or  even  months.  But  this  ease  of  air  travel  was  a  long 
time  coming;  the  first  all-metal,  multi-engine  airliners,  like  the 
10-seat  Ford  Trimotor,  were  not  introduced  until  the  late-1920s; 
the  first  pressurized  airliners,  the  Boeing  307  Stratoliners,  that 
could  fly  "overweather,"  were  introduced  in  the  early  1940s;  jet 
airliners  would  not  see  regular  service  until  the  mid-1950s,  and 
1909  congressional  medal  celebrating  the  only  in  the  late  1 960s  did  jets  all  but  fully  replace  older  piston- 
wright  Brothers'  aeronautical  achievements,  powered  craft,  like  the  enduring  Lockheed  Constellation,  on 

national  and  international  routes. 


Notable  developments  in  aviation  were  often  fueled  by  war,  such  as  the  race  between  the  Axis  and 
Allied  powers  in  World  War  II  to  develop  jet-powered  planes,  a  race  that  the  Germans  won  with  the 
Messerschmitt  262,  the  first  jet  used  in  combat.  But  during  the  Golden  Age  of  Aviation,  the  1910s 
through  the  1930s,  it  was  the  bravery  of  singular  men  and  women  pushing  the  envelope  of  possibil¬ 
ity  that  encouraged  great  strides  in  airframe  and  power  plant  development.  This  was  the  age  of  avi¬ 
ation  "firsts":  the  first  to  cross  the  Atlantic  Ocean  non-stop  west  to  east  (Charles  Lindbergh  in  the 
Spirit  of  St.  Louis,  1927);  the  first  to  cross  non-stop  east  to  west  against  the  winds  (Baron  Ehrenfried 
Gunther  Freiherr  von  Hunefeld,  a.k.a.  "The  Crazy  Baron,"  Hermann  Kohl,  and  James  C.  Fitzmaurice 
in  the  Bremen,  1928);  the  first  woman  to  fly  the  Atlantic  (Amelia  Earhart,  first  as  a  passenger  on  the 
seaplane  Friendship  in  1928,  then  as  a  solo  pilot  in  1932);  the  first  flight  over  the  North  Pole  (Admiral 
Richard  E.  Byrd  and  Floyd  Bennett  in  a  Fokker  Trimotor  named  Josephine  Ford,  1926);  the  first  to  fly 
over  the  South  Pole  (Admiral  Richard  E.  Byrd  and  a  crew  of  four,  in  a  trimotor  named  for  Floyd 
Bennett  who  died  in  1928  of  pneumonia  while  helping  to  salvage  the  Bremen  along  with  Charles 
Lindbergh,  1929).  This  was  also  the  age  of  barnstorming  and  air  races,  the  "Olympiads  of  the  Air." 

Although  lumbering  airships  were  invented  before 
the  Wright  brothers'  first  flight,  they  benefited 
tremendously  from  the  subsequent  technology 
developed  for  airplanes.  For  a  while  in  the  1920s 
and  1930s  these  craft  seemed  to  hold  the  key  to 
speedy  and  comfortable  long-distance  air  travel 
that  the  airplanes  of  the  day  could  not  provide;  so 
important  were  these  massive  aircraft— some  over 
800  ft.  long— that  the  spire  atop  the  Empire  State 
Building  was  designed  to  be  a  mooring  post.

Fire1  That  was  the  great  concern  as  I  traveled  to  Colorado  Springs  for  the  second  week  of  the  ANA’s  2012  Summer 
Seminar.  The  Waldo  Canyon  fire  was  in  full  force  with  many  homes  in  jeopardy  of  being  lost.  The  anticipation  of  a  burned 
city  and  heavy  smoke  weighed  heavy  on  my  mind.  Fortunately,  the  fires  did  not  impact  Summer  Seminar  and  the  smoke 
went  virtually  unnoticed  due  to  westward  winds.  Barring  a  few  hours,  the  smoke  was  mostly  limited  to  a  dark  haze  ris¬ 
ing  beyond  the  Rocky  Mountains  west  of  the  city.  My  travel  mate  and  I  arrived  from  south  Florida  where  we  had  been 
receiving  the  typical  daily  summer  downpours.  Upon  arrival  we  stated  we  were  there  to  bring  the  much  needed  rains. 
More  about  that  later! 

We  were  greeted  at  the  airport  by  several  ANA  representatives  who  transported  us  to  the  Colorado  College  campus.  After 
checking  in,  we  were  treated  to  a  buffet  luncheon  where  I  began  my  week  long  journey  of  immersion  into  the  world  of 
numismatics.  This  meal  would  be  like  every  other  meal  throughout  the  rest  of  the  week.  Meet  up  with  each  other,  eat 
and  discuss  various  numismatic  topics.  The  topics  would  range  from  our  personal  collections  and  interests,  recent  news, 
history,  opinions,  grading,  etc.  Every  day,  every  meal,  for  six  days!  I  loved  it! 

My  travel  mate  and  I  went  to  the  local  coin  show.  I  was  impressed  at  the  size  and  quality  of  the  show.  It  looked  to  have 
about  70-80  dealers  and  most  dealers  were  courteous  and  friendly.  I  wasn’t  looking  for  any  particular  coin.  However,  I 
did  happen  to  purchase  an  1804  half  cent  in  VF  condition  to  add  to  my  type  set.  This  coin  was  the  “spiked  chin”  variety. 

I  was  enrolled  in  the  class  Grading  US  Coins  Part  1  during  week  two  of  Summer  Seminar.  Our  instructors  were  Brian 
Fanton,  Rod  Gillis  and  Mike  Ellis.  Right  from  the  beginning  these  gentlemen  set  a  tone  of  fun!  They  discussed  and 
explained  many  of  the  myths  and  misconceptions  that  people  use  while  grading  coins.  They  told  the  class  they  would 
crush  our  dreams  as  they  relate  to  grading;  our  instructors  became  known  as  the  “Dream  Crushers”.  And  crush  our 
dreams  they  did!  We  were  given  coins,  coins  and  more  coins  to  look  at  to  evaluate  and  grade.  The  class  graded  sev¬ 
eral  different  series  of  coins.  Our  instructors  pointed  out  key  elements  and  focal  points  to  focus  on  while  evaluating  the 
many  different  coin  series.  These  series  ranged  from  copper  coins,  to  nickels,  to  silver  coins,  to  gold  coins.  I  was 
absolutely  impressed  with  the  high  quality  of  some  of  these  coins.  Most  coins  we  graded  were  in  various  stages  of  being 
uncirculated.  The  coins  we  graded  were  all  in  NGC  holders  titled  ANA  Grading  Set  along  with  pertinent  coin  information. 
These  coins  were  used  exclusively  by  the  ANA  to  teach  coin  grading.  On  day  five  we  looked  at  sixteen  gold  double 
eagles  and  sixteen  gold  eagles.  These  coins  were  donated  to  the  ANA  to  be  used  as  manipulatives  to  teach  this  class. 
As  an  educator  in  a  public  school  setting,  I  know  the  struggles  of  obtaining  high  quality  manipulatives  to  use  during 
instruction.  The  coins  our  class  used  on  that  day  totaled  many  thousands  of  dollars!  After  that  day,  some  of  my  class¬ 
mates  and  I  began  to  reflect  on  the  high  quality  coins  we  were  given  to  grade.  Overall,  I  would  say  my  dreams  as  being 
a  competent  coin  grader  were  crushed.  Yes,  many  of  the  myths  and  misconceptions  I  held  about  coin  grading  have 
changed  since  completing  this  course.  I  have  become  more  conservative  on  my  coin  evaluations.  I  don’t  think  I  will  ever 
look  at  a  coin  in  the  same  manner. 

In  addition  to  participating  in  the  grading  class,  there  were  several  Money  Talks  (bull  sessions)  held  each  night.  I  attend¬ 
ed  two  of  these  sessions.  The  first  was  “Meet  the  New  Kid  on  the  Block:  Jeff  Shevlin  ANA  Executive  Director”.  Mr. 
Shevlin  presented  a  short  lecture  telling  his  biography.  He  told  of  his  professional  career  and  his  career  in  the  world  of 
numismatics.  I  found  him  to  be  a  wonderful  man,  full  of  energy  and  optimism  about  the  future  of  the  ANA.  One  could 
feel  the  energy  he  presented  as  he  exclaimed  he  now  held  his  “Dream  Job”.  I  have  a  good  feeling  about  Mr.  Shevlin  and 
what  he  is  bringing  to  the  ANA.  The  second  Money  Talks  session  I  attended  was  “The  Amazing  Richness  of  Kansas  Bank 
Notes"  presented  by  Peter  Huntoon.  I  was  talked  into  attending  this  lecture.  Boy,  am  I  glad  I  went.  I  do  not  collect  banknotes 
but,  the  information  and  visuals  presented  were  captivating.  Dr.  Huntoon  was  a  wealth  of  information  on  the  history  of 
National  banknotes  from  Kansas.  I  am  glad  I  attended  this  lecture. 

The  highlight  of  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  each  year  is  the  YN  Auction.  This  year  was  no  exception!  The  buzz  through¬ 
out  week  two  was  the  fact  that  $30,000  was  raised  during  the  YN  auction  during  week  one.  With  less  students  attending 
during  week  two,  the  proverbial  gauntlet  was  thrown  down.  The  atmosphere  during  the  auction  was  one  of  raising  money, 
focus  on  the  YN’s  work  ethics  and  comedy.  Many  common  items  were  purchased  at  ridiculous  prices  and  promptly  donat¬ 
ed  to  a  YN  In  some  cases  bidders  would  purposely  bid  against  each  other  just  to  raise  the  prices.  Some  of  the  auction 
highlights  were  an  ancient  gold  Roman  coin  selling  for  more  than  $11,000,  a  hobo  nickel  that  sold  for  more  than  $800  and 
a  spoonful  of  vegemite  (that  the  winning  bidder  got  to  choose  who  would  eat  it)  that  raised  $2,400.  The  vegemite  was  sold

twice!  In  the  end  we  were  about  $1 ,500  short  of  matching  the  $30,000  raised  during  the  previous  week.  Bob  Campbell 
came  forward  and  asked  if  fourteen  people  would  join  him  in  pledging  to  donate  $100  each  so  the  YN’s  could  match  the 
record  setting  goal  from  week  one.  Immediately  about  eighteen  people  stood  up  and  pledged  the  money.  I  was  proud 
to  be  one  of  them.  In  the  end,  more  than  $30,300  was  raised  during  the  YN  auction.  This  was  a  new  record  for  a  YN 
Auction  during  Summer  Seminar! 

The  week  ended  with  a  nice  banquet  in  which  all  students  and  instructors  attended.  Awards  of  appreciation  were  present¬ 
ed  to  instructors  who  volunteered  their  time.  The  highlight  of  the  banquet  was  when  ANA  Executive  Director  Jeff  Shevlin 
presented  Dr.  Peter  Huntoon  an  honorary  doctorate  degree  in  numismatics.  I  was  sitting  next  to  Dr.  Huntoon  who  was 
caught  off  guard.  He  was  surprised  and  unaware  he  was  receiving  such  a  prestigious  award. 

All  in  all,  the  time  I  spent  in  Colorado  during  week  two  of  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  2012  was  one  of  education,  fellow¬ 
ship  and  appreciation.  The  instruction  I  received,  the  people  I  met  and  the  rarities  I  viewed  in  the  ANA  museum  was  a 
numismatic  overload.  I  would  like  to  offer  my  heartfelt  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the  Florida  United  Numismatist  organiza¬ 
tion  for  providing  me  a  scholarship  to  attend  the  2012  ANA  Summer  Seminar.  The  experience  and  education  I  received 
will  stay  with  me  for  many  years  to  come.  Also,  I  want  to  a  say  thank  you  to  the  ANA  for  providing  a  week  of  guided  instruc¬ 
tion  and  fellowship  with  my  fellow  numismatists.  I  am  proud  to  be  a  member  both  of  these  fine  organizations. 

While  in  Colorado,  my  travel  mate  and  I  did  bring  the  rains.  When  we  arrived,  the  Waldo  Canyon  fire  was  less  than  10% 
contained  and  more  than  350  homes  were  lost  that  week  due  to  the  fire.  The  rains  that  came  enabled  the  firefighters  to 
gain  control  of  the  fire  and  have  it  100%  contained  by  week’s  end.  I  am  not  sure  if  the  rains  actually  followed  us,  but  I’d 
like  to  think  so.  I  know  the  townsfolk  of  the  Colorado  Springs  area  were  appreciative  of  the  rains  regardless.

I  have  always  told  fellow  numismatists  that  the  one  of  the  highest  values  and  best  kept  secrets  of  ANA  membership  are 
the  two  sessions  of  ANA  at  the  Summer  Seminar  held  each  summer  in  Colorado  Springs.  I  have  been  attending  nearly 
every  year  since  2002.  The  educational  instructors  are  enthusiastic  volunteer  nationally  known  experts. 

This  year  I  attended  the  second  week,  June  30  -  July  6  on  a  scholarship  from  FUN  for  winning  the  Best  of  Show  at  the 
January  FUN  Show.  I  selected  the  5  day  course  on  the  Finances  of  the  American  Civil  War  with  instructors  Dick  Horst, 
Civil  War  currency  expert,  and  Roger  Mudd,  ANA  Money  Museum  Curator.  The  South  had  great  generals,  the  North  had 
industry.  But  the  Civil  War  may  have  been  won  by  a  more  potent  force:  money.  Dick  and  Roger  contrasted  the  way  the 
each  side  raised  the  money  to  pursue  the  war  and  how  this  influenced  the  outcome.  They  each  had  prepared  Power  Point 
presentations  with  lots  of  pictures  of  Civil  War  numismatic  material.  Dick  brought  a  vast  array  of  currency  issued  by  both 
the  North  and  the  South  and  passed  it  around  for  the  student’s  inspection.  Roger  gave  us  a  guided  tour  of  the  Civil  War 
exhibits  at  the  ANA  museum  that  he  prepared  covering  coins,  currency,  and  tokens  as  well  as  other  peripheral  numis¬ 
matic  material.  Since  the  students  are  from  varied  backgrounds  with  various  collecting  interests,  the  class  discussions 
and  stories  were  enjoyed  by  all. 

There  were  a  wide  variety  of  classes  to  choose  from  this  year:  15  five  day  courses  and  eight  Mini-Seminars  2  or  3  day 
courses.  Special  tours  in  the  local  area  are  available  such  as:  Denver  Mint,  Pike’s  Peak,  Rockies  Baseball  game,  and 
Cripple  Creek.  The  Colorado  College  hosts  the  seminar  and  provides  dorm  rooms  for  guests,  class  rooms  for  the  semi¬ 
nars  and  meals  at  the  cafeteria.  The  cafeteria  has  6-3  different  menu  bars  with  different  offerings  each  meal:  hamburg¬ 
ers,  pizza,  sandwiches,  stir  fried,  several  full  meals,  salads,  and  deserts.  One  of  the  most  enjoyable  things  about  the 
meals  is  sitting  at  the  large  tables  with  other  students  and  instructors  and  entering  into  conversation  with  varied  collect¬ 
ing  interests  from  all  over  the  country  and  the  world. 

Each  night  many  of  the  students  gather  outside  on  the  flagstone  patio  at  the  “Lunar  Lounge”  near  the  student  dorms  to 
talk  and  make  new  numismatic  friends.  A  few  of  the  attendees  usually  bring  their  musical  instruments  and  entertain  the 
group.

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Rare  Gold,  or  A  Dime  -  Now  What  Kind  of 

Choice  Is  That?

Coin  collecting  is  fascinating  for  a  number  of  reasons.  Some  of  us  dive  into  it  for  the  artistry  of  a  particular  design. 
Some  are  adamant  about  assembling  date  and  mint  mark  sets,  always  looking  to  fill  that  hole  that  makes  a  certain  series 
complete.  Others  love  the  history,  the  stories  behind  a  specific  coin,  design,  or  time  frame.  And  yes,  a  few  of  us  like  it 
all  -  and  like  to  look  at  the  odd,  even  quirky,  bits  and  pieces  within  the  hobby.  One  that  most  people  never  connect  is 
the  Mercury  dime  and  the  $3  gold  piece. 

Let’s  start  with  the  dimes.  Most  of  us  know  that  you  can  land  several  Mercury  dimes  for  only  a  few  dollars,  and 
can  snag  some  of  the  better  mint  state  dimes  in  this  series  for  well  under  $50  each.  The  artwork  of  Mr.  Weinman  might 
be  small,  but  in  almost  all  grades  it’s  beautiful.  There  must  have  been  thousands  of  Mercury  dime  sets  assembled  over 
the  years,  and  there  are  probably  more  in  the  works  now.  But  anyone  who  wants  a  complete  set  runs  into  that  one  rock 
in  the  stream,  as  it  were.  They  hit  the  1916-D. 

With  an  official  mintage  of  264,000  dimes,  the  1916-D  is  by  far  the  least  common  of  the  Mercurys.  Indeed,  the 
most  common  run  up  into  the  hundreds  of  millions.  You’ll  need  at  least  $1K  to  buy  a  1916-D,  and  that’s  in  lousy  shape. 
Want  to  break  into  the  MS  grades?  You’ll  need  about  $14K.  There’s  no  other  way  to  put  this:  that’s  a  lot  for  one  dime. 

Enter  the  $3  gold  pieces.  Issued  from  1854  to  1889,  the  artwork  is  that  of  Mr.  James  Longacre,  and  most  afi¬ 
cionados  consider  it  a  beautiful  coin.  If  you  want  to  purchase  a  common  one  -  perhaps  the  1854,  which  is  by  far  the 
most  common  -  in  a  circulated  grade,  well  a  VF-20  piece  costs  a  bit  less  than  $1 K.  And  an  MS-60  specimen?  Well,  that 
runs  somewhere  under  $4K.  Oh,  and  the  official  mintage  total  for  this  most  common  year  is:  138,618. 

What?! 

That’s  no  typo  there.  The  most  common  $3  gold  piece  is  almost  twice  as  scarce  as  the  least  common  Mercury  dime, 
and  yet  it  costs  considerably  less.  And  it’s  made  of  gold,  no  less.  Honestly,  what  gives?  Is  the  1916-D  really  that  cov¬ 
eted  a  coin,  that  its  price  remains  almost  comically  high? 

The  short  answer  has  got  to  be,  “yes,”  as  it  is  probably  difficult  to  find  many  collectors  who  try  to  assemble  date 
and  mint  mark  sets  of  $3  gold  pieces.  But  this  comment  in  turn  makes  one  think,  if  the  1854  is  the  most  common  of  $3 
gold  pieces,  what  are  the  less  common,  and  what  are  their  prices  compared  to  the  1916-D  Mercury  dime? 

If  you  found  our  first  comparison  hard  to  swallow,  what  follows  will  absolutely  choke  you.  There  are  only  nine 
other  $3  gold  pieces  by  date  or  mint  mark  (some  years  saw  production  in  San  Francisco)  that  have  mintages  that  climb 
into  five  figures  -  meaning  over  ten  thousand  coins.  The  1 878  comes  in  second  to  the  1 854,  with  82,324  coins  to  its  tally, 
and  the  1857-S  scrapes  in  at  the  bottom  of  the  nine  with  14,000  to  its  total.  These  therefore  are  much,  much  less  com¬ 
mon  than  the  1916-D  Mercury  dime.  The  1878  costs  about  $3K  in  MS-60,  at  least  as  this  is  being  written.  The  1857-S 
costs  about  $18K,  just  $4,000  more  than  that  key  date  Merc  dime. 

Okay,  if  you  think  this  is  getting  ridiculous  now,  let’s  ratchet  things  up  a  notch  further.  We’ll  skip  the  dates  for 
which  there  are  more  than  one  thousand,  but  less  than  ten  thousand  $3  gold  pieces,  and  go  right  for  the  proverbial  jugu¬ 
lar.  In  1873,  the  Main  Mint  in  Philadelphia  bothered  to  make  a  whopping  25  proof  $3  gold  pieces,  most  likely  for  well- 
connected  collectors.  Price  guides  such  as  Coin  Prices,  published  by  Krause,  only  list  this  astonishing  rarity  as  high  as 
an  AU-50  grade.  But  the  price  is  $8,700,  almost  exactly  as  high  as  our  beloved,  key  Mercury  dime.  Wow,  it  doesn’t  take 
a  genius  to  know  which  coin  you  might  want  to  get  your  hands  on,  if  you  could  get  only  one,  at  least  when  it  comes  to 
rarity.  But  one  has  to  wonder  what  level  of  genius,  or  at  least  maniac,  we  have  to  be  to  hunt  down  one  of  these  25  coins. 
It’s  got  to  take  years  to  find  one. 

As  they  say  on  the  late  night  TV  commercials  though,  “but  wait  -  there’s  more!”  The  1875  proof  $3  gold  piece 
is  the  rarest  of  them.  Yes,  with  only  20  coins  on  its  list,  it’s  rarer  even  than  the  1873.  And  finally,  the  cost  becomes  com¬ 
mensurate  with  the  scarcity.  Getting  one  in  the  low  end  of  mint  state  will  probably  run  a  person  close  to  $50K.  As  if  there 
are  many  of  us  with  this  much  cash  lying  around,  who  have  the  tenacity  to  go  hunt  down  one  of  these  twinkling,  proof 
gems.  It’s  rather  mind  boggling,  really. 

But  when  you  stop  and  think  of  it,  even  if  you  walk  up  to  a  dealer  at  the  next  FUN  show  and  plunk  down  $1 ,000 
of  your  own  hard  earned  money  for  a  slightly  circulated  version  of  any  $3  gold  piece  at  all,  you’ll  have  something  in  your 
hand  that  is  indeed  gold,  and  that  is  definitely  less  common  than  the  fabled,  much  touted  1916-D  Mercury  dime  -  maybe 
much  less  common.  Sure,  the  Mercury  design  is  attractive,  but  if  ever  there  is  an  over-valued  “rarity,”  it  has  to  be  this 
Denver  dime. 

To  tell  you  the  truth,  it  might  be  fun  to  get  a  Whitman  blue  book  for  Mercury  dimes,  collect  some  inex¬ 
pensive  ones  by  date  and  mint  mark,  then  buy  any  $3  gold  piece  you  can  find,  and  jam,  squash,  and  push  it  into 
the  space  for  the  1916-D  -  with  kid  gloves  on,  of  course!

Over  the  years  numismatic  crime  has  become  a  story  of  numbers:  thousands  of  victims,  millions  of 
dollars  lost.  Each  of  those  victims  has  a  story  to  share;  each  of  those  millions  of  dollars  matter  to  col¬ 
lectors  and  dealers  seeking  help  from  a  law  enforcement  agency.  Historically  collectors,  dealers  and 
law  enforcement  agencies  nationally  and  internationally  were  hampered  by  the  lack  of  a  centralized 
and  specialized  resource  to  assist  in  meeting  the  challenges  presented  in  the  complexities  of  a 
numismatic  crime.  To  address  this  problem  Doug  Davis,  former  Chief  of  Police  in  Pantego,  Texas  and 
a  recognized  expert  in  numismatic  crime  investigations  operates  Numismaticcrimes.org  as  one  of  the 
strategic  initiatives  of  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center.  The  free  website  resource  is  the  first 
of  its  kind  for  the  numismatic  industry  and  law  enforcement. 

In  1986,  Davis  was  the  lead  criminal  investigator  in  the  execution  style  slaying  of  Texas  coin  dealer 
and  long  time  friend  Bob  Rosberg.  For  two  years  he  traveled  across  the  country  in  search  of  the 
killers.  As  a  result  of  those  efforts  three  suspects  were  arrested  and  convicted  of  first  degree  murder. 
After  traveling  several  thousand  miles  and  talking  with  countless  investigators  it  was  evident  that  law 
enforcement  did  not  possess  the  knowledge  or  have  the  resources  to  properly  investigate  the  com¬ 
plexities  of  a  numismatic  crime.  In  addition  there  were  “no  resources  for  victims”.  The  successful  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  investigation  was  a  direct  result  of  Davis’  experience  as  a  part  time  coin  dealer  and  the 
tremendous  cooperation  within  the  numismatic  community. 

Collectors  and  dealers  who  experience  a  serious  numismatic  crime  look  to  the  police  first  for  assis¬ 
tance;  police  are  essential  to  the  recovery  of  the  victims  who  come  to  them.  While  law  enforcement 
agencies  work  on  the  front  lines  of  this  battle,  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  is  working 
to  better  arm  them  with  information  and  resources  to  make  their  job  easier  and  to  speed  victim  recov¬ 
ery. 

The  successful  outcome  of  a  numismatic  investigation  is  greatly  enhanced  when  collectors,  dealers 
and  law  enforcement  personnel  involved  in  the  investigation  and  management  of  a  numismatic  crime 
utilizes  the  most  effective  techniques  and  unique  resources  available  today.  The  Numismatic  Crime 
Information  Center’s  website  provides  law  enforcement  and  the  numismatic  community  with  data, 
tools  and  resources  to  effectively  combat  numismatic  crime. 

Dealer/Collector  Resources 

The  most  effective  way  to  combat  crime  within  the  numismatic  industry  and  community  is  through 
education  and  prevention.  The  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  provides  a  convenient  and 
easy  to  use  reporting  system  that  alerts  the  appropriate  law  enforcement  agencies  of  criminal  activ¬ 
ity  on  the  local,  state,  federal  and  international  level.  Collectors  and  dealers  who  become  victimized 
should  utilize  the  resources  of  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  to  enhance  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  a  numismatic  crime.

In  most  cases  law  enforcement  agencies  do  not  have  officers  or  investigators  with  numismatic  knowl¬ 
edge.  Collectors  and  dealers  now  have  a  new  investigative  resource  to  provide  law  enforcement  offi¬ 
cers  who  have  responded  to  a  numismatic  crime. 

Reporting  Numismatic  Crimes 

The  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  provides  victims  with  a  central  location  to  report  crimes 
and  suspicious  activities  within  the  numismatic  industry.  All  relevant  information  and  data  received  by 
victims  and  individuals  about  numismatic  crimes  are  used  to  conduct  the  following  initiatives: 

•  Analyze  trends  and  patterns  in  the  wide  spectrum  of  numismatic  crime. 

•  Identify  through  data  analysis  criminals  and  organized  networks  engaged  in 
numismatic  crimes. 

•  Evaluate  intelligence  and  lead  information  to  identify  criminal  activity  and  forward  to  the 
appropriate  local,  state,  federal  or  international  law  enforcement  agency. 

•  Conduct  analytic  data  assessments  of  criminals  by  geographic  area,  type  of  criminal 
activity,  and  methodology. 

Information  obtained  compiled  and  indexed  helps  to  anticipate,  analyze,  prevent,  or  monitor  poten¬ 
tial  criminal  activity  directed  at  or  affecting  the  numismatic  industry. 

NUMISMATIC  EXPERT  NETWORK 

In  order  to  assist  law  enforcement  on  the  local,  state,  federal  and  international  level  the  Numismatic 
Crime  Information  Center  has  developed  a  numismatic  expert  network  to  act  as  an  educational 
resource  tool  during  the  investigation  of  a  numismatic  crime.  Once  a  numismatic  offense  has 
occurred  and  reported  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  will  provide  the  designated  investi¬ 
gating  agency  with  the  nearest  qualified  network  member.  The  use  of  a  numismatic  expert  at  the  ini¬ 
tial  phase  of  an  investigation  will  enhance  the  investigator’s  ability  to  develop  effective  case  strate¬ 
gies  to  insure  a  thorough  and  effective  investigation. 

Law  Enforcement  Resources 

The  investigation  of  a  numismatic  crime  is  not  unique  to  the  investigative  process  but  is  usually  ham¬ 
pered  by  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  law  enforcement  about  the  numismatic  industry.  The  Numismatic 
Crime  Information  Center  provides  technical  and  investigative  support  to  law  enforcement  agencies 
across  the  country  and  international  level.  The  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  serves  as  a 
vehicle  for  the  collection,  evaluation,  analysis,  dissemination  and  storage  of  information  related  to 
numismatic  crimes. 

Services: 

•  Maintains  a  centralized  database  of  numismatic  crimes 

•  Database  searches  to  correlate  lead  and  suspect  information 

•  Provides  technical  case  assistance  and  evaluation 

Analyzes  investigative  data  and  identifies  similarities  and  patterns  in  cases  from  across 
the  country  and  international  level 

•  Assists  in  the  identification  and  proper  inventorying  of  recovered  numismatic  property

Graf  Zeppelin,  made  hundreds  of  trans-Atlantic 
•>n  crossings  carrying  thousands  of  passengers  in  the 
^  type  of  comfort  found  only  on  board  ocean-going 

S  vessels.  Airships  also  had  their  non-commercial 
I  "firsts,"  such  as  Lincoln  Ellsworth's  polar  crossings. 
The  future  of  the  airship,  however,  came  to  an 
abrupt  end  on  May  6,  1937,  when  the  Hindenburg 
burst  into  flames  while  mooring  at  Lakehurst,  New 
Jersey,  having  just  finished  a  trans-Atlantic  cross¬ 
ing;  36  people  perished. 

Small  coin-like  medal  commemorating  Amelia  Earhart  as 

the  first  woman  to  cross  the  Atlantic  by  airplane.  D(jrjng  th0  Go|den  Age  and  eyen  ^  avjatjon 

milestones  were  celebrated  with  tickertape  parades 
and  medals  commissioned  from  well-known  artists,  a  commission  often  solicited  by  Congress.  At 
times  too,  the  airlines  and  manufacturers  would  issue  souvenir  medals  to  draw  attention  to  the  latest 
technological  advances.  But  in  recent  decades,  fewer  and  fewer  aviation  medals  have  been  issued, 
a  sign  not  so  much  of  a  decline  in  medallic  art,  but  an  indication  of  just  how  routine,  even  ordinary 
aviation  has  become.  This  in  itself  is  a  remarkable  achievement  considering  the  inauspicious  begin¬ 
nings  of  the  airplane  a  century  ago  at  Kitty  Hawk.

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Numismatic  Supply  & 


I  believe  the  economic  model  of 
price  determination  in  various 
markets,  including  numismatics, 
is  supply  and  demand.  In  its 
simplest  form,  a  price  for  a  coin 
would  be  expected  to  increase 
with  increased  demand  for  that 
particular  coin  given  that  the 
supply  remains  relatively  con¬ 
stant.  Conversely,  price  would 
be  expected  to  decrease  if 
demand  decreases  given  a  rel¬ 
atively  constant  supply. 

To  extend  the  concept  further,  if 
supply  increases  with  a  con¬ 
stant  demand,  we  would  expect 
prices  to  decrease.  Prices 
would  be  expected  to  increase  if 
demand  increased.  However, 
since  supply  of  a  given  coin 
doesn’t  normally  decrease  over 
time,  one  way  prices  could 
increase  is  with  increased 
demand.  It  is  important  to  note 
that  price  changes  do  not  typi¬ 
cally  happen  over  night,  but 
trend.  It  takes  time  for  price  to 
come  into  equilibrium  with  sup¬ 
ply  and  demand.  Further,  other 
factors  can  affect  coin  prices 
such  as  marketing  and  promo¬ 
tion,  inflation,  precious  metal 
prices,  the  economic  climate 
and  more. 

It  is  important  to  consider  that 
every  coin  type,  date,  mintmark, 
grade,  variety,  and  now  grading 
service  holder  has  its  own  sup¬ 
ply  and  demand  curve.  Thus,  a 
key  date  PCGS  XF-40  1909-S 
VDB  Lincoln  cent  may  have 
thousands  of  collectors  seeking 
one  (demand  side),  but  there 
may  only  be  several  hundred 
ever  certified.  At  the  time  the 
coin  is  offered,  there  may  only 
be  one  available  in  the  market¬ 
place.  Therefore,  the  coin  could 
sell  for  more  than  its  catalog  list¬ 
ed  price,  assuming  more  than

one  buyer  is  bidding  on  the 
coin,  at  the  same  price  if  buyers 
are  unwilling  to  bid  higher,  or 
less  if  there’s  only  one  buyer. 


I  recently  held  an  eBay  auction 
for  an  Ultra  Rare  Hit  List  40,  yet 
not  well-known  PCGS  61  1878 
7TF  VAM  189  Morgan  dollar.  I 
discovered  this  uniquely  re¬ 
engraved  wing  feather  variety  in 
2002.  Since  then,  only  a  few 
specimens  have  surfaced,  most 
being  in  low  circulated  grades. 
A  few  knowledgeable  collectors 
bid  the  coin  to  more  than  $2800 
which  is  impressive  given  a 
common  1878  7TF  in  the  same 
grade  can  be  acquired  for  about 
$60.  The  point  is  that  the 
demand  for  this  relatively 
obscure  Morgan  dollar  variety 
was  high  given  the  small  supply, 
thus  the  price  to  acquire  one 
was  high. 

There  are  many  instances  of 
coins  in  auction  that  bring  rela¬ 
tively  high  record  prices.  Just 
check  your  latest  coin  news  to 
see  which  coins  are  most  in 
demand.  There  are  also  coins, 
not  mentioned  in  the  news,  that 
bring  relatively  lower  than  cata¬ 
log  values.  Most  of  us  have  lots 
of  these  coins. 
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Demand 


In  a  weak  economic  climate, 
one  would  expect  prices  of 
coins  to  trend  downward  over 
time  as  fewer  people  (demand) 
are  willing  to  buy  them.  Further, 
as  the  baby  boomer  generation 
ages,  what  do  you  think  will  like¬ 
ly  happen  to  their  collections? 

The  real  question  is  where  is 
the  “new”  demand  going  to 
come  from?  When  you  go  to  a 
show,  how  many  young  people 
do  you  see?  On  the  other  hand, 
has  the  internet  changed  the 
hobby  so  much  that  the  “new” 
demand  will  come  from  young 
collectors  sitting  at  home  in 
front  of  their  computers  buying 
coins?  You  need  to  be  the 
judge.

A  Banner  Year! 


The  6th  annual  Summer  FUN  held  the  weekend  of  12-14  July  2012  has  turned  out  to  be  a  record- 
breaking  event  for  the  exhibits  area  of  the  show. 

Present  were  14  different  exhibitors  using  36  cases  to  display  to  the  viewing  public  their  unique  col¬ 
lections.  Six  of  the  eight  exhibit  classifications  had  entries,  they  were:  U.S.  Coins,  Paper  Money, 
Errors,  Medals-Orders-Decorations-Tokens,  Miscellaneous  and  Young  Numismatists  (YN).  The  new 
classification  of  Clubs  (open  to  all  FUN  member  clubs)  did  not  have  an  exhibit  nor  did  Foreign  Coins.

The  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  addresses  this 
problem  through  several  initiatives  during  the  investigative  process. 

•  Representatives  will  contact  victims  reporting  a  crime  or  suspicious  criminal  activity. 

•  The  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  will  alert  the  appropriate  law  enforcement 
agency  with  jurisdiction. 

•  The  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  will  provide  the  investigating  law  enforce 
ment  agency  with  a  detailed  numismatic  crime  investigative  checklist. 

•  Major  crime  reports  will  be  placed  on  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center’s  web 
page  immediately  upon  notification. 

•  Assist  in  the  expeditious  dissemination  of  information  within  the  numismatic  communi 
ty  and  law  enforcement. 

•  Provide  technical  case  support  to  law  enforcement. 

•  Assist  in  developing  investigative  strategies. 

•  Provide  investigators  with  names  of  numismatic  experts  within  their  jurisdiction. 

•  Acts  as  a  liaison  between  victims,  law  enforcement,  prosecutors  and  judges. 

Due  to  the  complex  issues  involved  in  handling  a  numismatic  crime,  the  victim  often  finds  themselves 
on  an  emotional  roller  coaster.  It  is  important  for  crime  victims  to  know  that  they  are  not  alone  and 
help  is  available  from  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center. 

Summary 

The  goal  of  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  is,  simply,  to  provide  support  and  create  new 
and  enhanced  resources  for  law  enforcement  and  regulatory  agencies  to  use  in  the  fight  against 
numismatic  crime  -  a  fight  that  must  involve  not  only  all  levels  of  law  enforcement  in  this  country  and 
abroad  but  also  the  entire  numismatic  community.  Through  this  strategic  effort  by  the  Numismatic 
Crime  Information  Center,  it  is  hoped  that  law  enforcement  leaders  will  become  better  informed  about 
the  many  facets  of  numismatic  crime  and,  as  a  result,  be  better  prepared  to  investigate  incidents  and 
meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  number  of  numismatic  crime  victims.

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My  Bus  Trip  to  Summer  F.U.N

Instead  of  waiting  for  the  circus  to  come  to  town,  I  found  a  new  way  to  go  to  the  circus!  The  same  excitement 
and  anticipation  of  getting  a  day  out  of  school  to  go  to  the  circus  returned  this  summer  as  I  prepared  to  attend  the  Summer 
F.U.N.  show  in  Orlando.  This  day  off  from  work  with  the  expectation  of  a  memorable  event  finally  arrived  on  Friday,  July 
13th  2012. 

I  joined  twenty-three  of  my  fellow  coin  enthusiasts  from  Ocala  and  the  Villages  to  ride  in  a  Lamar  Coach  from  our 
regular  meeting  place  at  the  Ocala  Ramada  to  the  front  door  of  the  Orange  County  Convention  Center.  Not  only  did  the 
driver  make  the  cruise  easy  and  comfortable,  it  was  absolutely  wonderful  to  get  off  the  bus  at  the  front  door  and  not  have 
to  walk  from  the  parking  area  to  the  bourse!  It  was  a  short  walk,  not  a  protracted  hike! 

We  were  greeted  by  Fred  Lake,  photographed  on  the  bus,  outside  the  bus  and  in  the  lobby  of  the  convention 
center.  Registration  went  so  efficiently  we  were  inside  within  minutes.  The  friendliness  of  those  working  the  registration 
and  their  Well-organized  process  began  the  show  without  anyone  becoming  impatient. 

Entering  the  bourse  always  quickens  my  heart  rate  because  I  know  I  will  find  some  unusual  treasure,  make  some 
notable  discovery  about  my  collection,  and  either  begin  or  renew  relationships  from  across  the  state  and  nation.  Without 
a  doubt  the  F.U.N.  show  brings  together  some  of  the  best  people  of  the  industry,  business  and  hobby  of  numismatics. 
This  Friday  was  no  different! 

Before  I  could  get  three  booths  into  the  first  aisle,  two  friends  from  Jacksonville  greeted  me  and  began  talking. 
We  pulled  out  of  the  booths  into  the  wide  front  aisle  and  exchanged  handshakes,  hugs  and  news.  They  were  the  first  of 
over  thirty  friends  and  acquaintances  with  whom  I  had  conversations  that  day. 

A  dealer  whom  I  met  at  the  Ocala  show  remembered  my  name  and  my  interests  and  offered  me  two  pieces  that 
he  had  in  his  case  after  a  warm  handshake.  With  a  deal  completed  and  following  the  map  in  the  convention  booklet,  I 
found  another  dealer  whom  I  met  earlier  this  year  at  another  local  show.  He  purchased  nearly  all  of  my  items  I  brought 
for  sale  and  directed  me  to  another  dealer  who  had  an  interest  in  the  rest.  Having  met  the  new  dealer,  I  collected  his 
card  and  now  could  shop  without  interruption! 

While  shopping  in  the  budget  and  foreign  area,  I  met  a  former  golfing  buddy  and  collector.  I  started  him  on 
Jefferson  Nickels  years  ago  and  he  was  adding  varieties  to  his  immaculate  set.  Doubled,  laminated,  and  over-strikes 
comprise  his  want-list  and  he  was  searching  to  add  unusual  pieces  to  completed  1938-to-date  set.  I  have  no  idea  how 
many  of  his  “Jeff’s”  had  full  steps,  but  I  wouldn’t  have  wanted  to  climb  all  of  them  to  count! 

As  the  day  progressed,  the  exhibits  needed  my  scrutiny.  I  always  love  to  improve  my  knowledge  and  the  collec¬ 
tions  on  display  never  disappoint  -  there  are  always  some  cases  that  capture  my  attention  and  I  have  to  read  and  devour 
the  crafted  exhibit.  The  vignettes  in  the  Electricity  case  were  simply  exquisite.  The  other  notable  one  for  me  was  the 
exonumia  of  the  F.U.N.  shows  throughout  the  years.  These  multiple  cases  gave  me  moments  of  reflection  as  I  recalled 
which  of  these  I  had  attended  in  the  past.  The  medals,  tokens,  badges,  pins,  wooden  nickels,  and  such  memorabilia  were 
well  displayed  and  brought  some  fond  memories  to  the  surface.  When  walking  along  the  row  of  displays  from  the  Young 
Numismatists,  I  found  it  hard  to  pick  a  favorite  knowing  that  each  display  was  extremely  important  to  one  who  had  pre¬ 
pared  it.  I  concluded  that  there  is  a  new  generation  of  collectors  and  numismatists  that  will  perpetuate  our  hobby. 

Realizing  the  growl  in  my  ears  was  coming  from  my  stomach  and  not  the  P.A.,  I  paused  to  pick  up  some  supplies 
and  head  to  the  food  section.  Lunch  would  have  been  humdrum  if  it  was  only  about  eating  a  sandwich,  but  not  when 
three  people  joined  me!  I  had  met  them  when  visiting  another  club  here  in  the  state.  Now  we  were  in  Orlando,  a  differ¬ 
ent  place  from  home  for  each  of  us,  and  sharing  the  events  of  the  convention  and  our  respective 

The  hardest  part  of  the  day  is  choosing  which  seminars  to  attend  and  how  to  see  the  rest  of  the  show!  I  enjoyed  the 
presentation  by  Mr.  Neff  about  “Errors  &  Varieties”  and  returned  to  the  bourse  to  visit  with  Donna  Moon  and  gain  infor¬ 
mation  about  publicizing  our  next  local  coin  show.  After  more  pictures  of  our  “green-shirted”  club,  I  concluded  my  day 
with  a  visit  to  my  favorite  dealer’s  booth.  This  time  there  were  not  elbow  to  elbow  people  surrounding  his  table,  so  we 
took  the  opportunity  to  visit.  I  got  to  see  an  unusual  1955  double  die  Lincoln  cent  on  a  tilted  planchet  -  two  errors  on  the 
same  coin!  Quite  an  unusual  feast  for  the  eyes!  Had  to  leave  that  one  behind,  but  someone  else  will  certainly  enjoy  it 
in  their  collection  before  the  show  is  over. 

There  is  something  special  about  the  camaraderie  that  develops  on  a  bus  trip.  The  ride  home  brought  us  togeth¬ 
er  in  other  ways.  We  shared  some  of  our  “finds”  of  the  day,  discussed  current  trends  and  ideas  about  currency,  coins, 
the  mint  and  our  club.  Arriving  at  our  destination  allowed  us  to  seal  the  memory  of  the  Summer  F.U.N.  Show  and  trip. 

If  you’ve  never  attended  a  show  by  traveling  with  a  club  on  bus  trip,  perhaps  you  would  consider  adding  it  to  your 
list.  Seeing  the  show  is  only  part  of  the  day.  Sharing  the  experience  makes  it  that  much  richer.  I  can  hardly  wait  for  the 
next  circus  to  come  to  town  -  F.U.N.  one  in  January.  It’s  going  to  be  a  great  trip!  Maybe  we  will  ride  the  bus,  set  togeth¬ 
er  in  a  seminar  or  share  a  table  at  lunch.  I’ve  always  made  it  a  point  to  know  that  strangers  are  merely  friends  we  haven't 
met  yet!
